MACHINISTS GAIN 


INCREASED WAGES 


Three Hundred and Fifty- 
Nine New and Renewed 
Agreements Negotiated in 
Two Months by A. F. of L. 
Affiliate 


international association of ma- 
chinists in negotiating agreements 
to improve the work standards of 
its members is again revealed 
the report by F. D. Laudemann, 
general vice president of the asso- 
ciation, for two months ending Oc- 
tober 26, 1939. During this period 


the representatives of the associa-| 


tion negotiated 359 new and re- 
newed agreements of which 83 car- 
ried important wage increases and 
51 provided for vacations with pay. 
In addition, practically all of the 
agreements carried extra pay for 
overtime work and Sunday and hol- 
iday work. The 40-hour week pre- 
dominated in most of the contracts, 
which also _ protected 


| rights of union members. 


The following are a few of the 
wage increases: 

In Los Angeles hourly wage in- 
creases of upwards to 20 cents 
were secured in the agreement ne- 
gotiated with the Pike Auto and 
Trailer works. 

In San Francisco a 5 per cent 
wage increase was. secured for 
workers on the second night shift 
of the Acme Packing company, a 
2%. cents hourly wage increase 
from the Duart Manufacturing 
company and an increase of 10 per 
cent in the pay of night shift work- 
ers employed by the Northern Cal- 
Plumbing and Heating 
Wholesalers’ Assoctation, Inc. 


In Washington, D. C., the agree- 
ment with the Jacob’s Transfer 
Company, Inc., carried wage _ in- 


creases up to 24 cents per hour. 

In Chicago, Illinois, a wage in- 
crease of 10 per cent was secured 
for night shift workers in the 
agreement negotiated with fifteen 
firms, an increase of 5 cents per 
hour was secured for night shift 
workers in the agreement with the 
International Filter company, and 
an agreement with the Harrison 
Radiator company carries a 5 
cents hourly increase for certain 
employes. 

In Mobile, Alabama, agreements 
signed -with six firms carried hour- 
ly wage increases of upwards of 5 
cents, and a 5 cent hourly wage in- 
crease was obtained for union 
inembers employed by the South- 
ern Kraft corporation, southern 
division. 

In .St. Louis, Missouri, the re- 
newed agreement with Borbein, 
Young and company carries a 
wage increase of 10 per cent for 
working foremen and employes on 
night shifts, the agreement with 
the Lewis Invisible Stitch Machine 
company provides hourly wage in- 
ereases of upwards to 10 cents, and 
the agreement with the Fernholtz 
Machinery company includes hour- 
ly wage increases of upwards to 
20 cents. 


"TIS POOR WHO PAY 


Masses of People Contribute 
68.1 Per Cent of All Taxes 


The rich have little cause to com- 
plain about excessive taxation.

The working men and 
women who have been misled into the CIO will rise up against the 
leadership of John L. Lewis just as surely as the people of Germany and 
Russia will rebel against their dictators. Already there are clear signs 
that Lewis is losing his grip. See what happened in Philadelphia the 
other day! The CIO central council in that city, comprising every CIO 
union in the jurisdiction, openly defied Lewis. It voted overwhelmingly 
to refuse to obey Lewis’ orders to fight the A. F. of L. building trades 
unions. In 1940 similar outbreaks against Lewis will become general all 
over the country. The American people are against Lewis and all his 
works and that goes for working people just as well as anyone else.

bitter anti-union utilities in the 
south. 


Seven months ago, the board or- 
dered the company to reinstate 53 
members of the electrical workers 
with full back wages from the time 
they were discharged for union ac- 
tivities three years ago. 


The company defied the order 
and so far the board has not gone 
to court to enforce it. This delay 
brought sharp criticism from the 
Texas State Federation of Labor, 
which sent the board a resolution 
urging action to bring relief to the 
long-suffering unionists. 

“The men have been waiting 
nearly four years for justice” the 
federation said. “They should not 
be compelled to wait any longer.” 

Many individual unions in the 
Lone Star state have submitted 
similar petitions to the board. The 
brotherhood itself has repeatedly

47,500,000 NAMES ARE 
ON AGE PENSION ROLL 


The end of the fourth year of so- 
cial security finds 47,500,000 per- 
sons on the government's old age 
pension eligibility list, which is 
growing at the rate of 500,000 
names a month. 

This was revealed this week by 
Arthur J. Altmeyer, chairman of 
the social security board, who said 
the federal government during the 
past year paid more than $550,000,- 
000 to 2,750,000 persons receiving 
monthly checks under various fea- 
tures of the program. This was in 
addition to $425,000,000 paid as in- 
surance to 4,500,000 jobless workers.

Vanish in Housing Plan 


United States Housing 
Authority Projects Provide 
New Homes for 17,717 Families 


Nathan Straus, United States 
housing authority admfnistrator, 
reported that 10,000 substandard 
dwelling units in 26 cities had been 
eliminated, up to December 1, by 
the federal government’s low-rent 
housing program. 

Mr. Straus stated that reports 
were made on only thirty-six 
USHA-aided slum-clearance proj- 
ects, remarking that ‘a large addi- 
tional number’ of _ substandard 
dwellings have been eliminated 
throughout the country in connec- 
tion with construction now under 


way on more than 125 low-rent 
projects.” 

The housing act requires that 
| substandard dwellings equivalent 


| to the dwelling units provided by a 
| USHA project must be demolished, 


of 310 USHA-aided projects in 140 
|} communities on which loan 
| tracts had been approved. 

In the twenty-six cities covered 
by the report, Mr. Straus said, the 
975° substandard 
eliminated to make way for 17,717 
new dwellings. 
| “These statistics are 
proof that the USHA program is 
progressing effectively to rid Am- 
erica of disgrace and waste of 
slums,” he stated. “The figures, of 
course, do not tell the whole story, 
for they are confined to formal re- 
ports from local authorities that 
have been received and reviewed 
by the USHA.”

Reynolds said that his statement can be verified by the fact 
that only yesterday a statement appeared in the local press 
wherein the CIO had signed a pact with several small home 
builders in Sacramento. 

“This group of employers,” Reynolds said, “have been oper- 
ating non-union for years in Sacramento and this can be verified 
by representatives of the Sacramento A. F. of L. council. When 
any group of workers or agency furnishes non-union employers 
mechanics, then they are equally as guilty as any strikebreaking 
agency, and such is the case in Sacramento.” 

According to the A. F. of L. leader the CIO cannot furnish 
skilled building mechanics and are thereby ‘misrepresenting’ 
themselves to the general public. 

“There isn’t a skilled building mechanic in a carload of the 


CIO’s,” Reynolds said.

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GREEN SEVERELY 
CRITICIZES MISS 
PERKINS’ REPORT 


Calls on Congress to 
“Wring from Her the 
Truth She Has 
Suppressed” 


President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor is- 
sued a vigorous statement con- 
demning as false certain assertions 
regarding the controversy between 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the CIO made by Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins in her 
annual report. 

He criticized especially Miss Per- 
kins’ statement with respect to the 
origin of the controversy, the “ex- 
pulsion” of some of the CIO unions 
from the A. F. of L., and her ref- 
erence to the membership of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The text of Mr. Green’s state- 
ment follows: 

“Certain portions of the annual 
report of Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins which deal with the contro- 
versy between the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the CIO are 
thoroughly uninformed, misleading 
and untrue. 

“Her statement that the split in 
the labor movement was ‘crystal- 
lized’ when ten unions were ‘ex- 
pelled’ on September 6, 1936, is 
contrary to the facts and faulty in 
judgement. 

“The split occurred with the for- 
mation of the CIO in November, 


19385, and was crystallized when 
that organization undertook to 
wage an undeclared war on the 


American Federation of Labor im- 
mediately thereafter. 

“No unions were ‘expelled’ by the 
A. F. of L. on September 5, 1986. 
Ten unions were suspended on that 
date. There is a vast difference 
between suspension and expulsion. 

“The statement of the secre- 

tary of labor that the A. F. of 
L. ‘claims’ four million mem- 
bers is misleading. We do not 
‘claim,’ we report four million 
paid-up members. The figures 
are included in our annual fi- 
nancial report and are subject 
to verification by expert ac- 
countants. Our financial report 
is in the possession of Secre- 
tary Perkins. She had no such 
report from the CIO because 
they have issued none. 

“In reporting on peace negotia- 
tions between the A. F. of L. and 
the CIO, the 
stops short at a vital point when 
she is under moral obligation to 
tell the whole story. She refrained 
from reporting that the CIO broke 
off negotiations last April and has 
refused to renew them since. 

“Why has she withheld this vital 
information from congress and the 
public? We hope an appropriate 
congressional committee will sum- 
mon the secretary of labor to ap- 


pear before it and wring from her |

Supreme CourtofNevada 
Yoids Reno Anti-Picketing 


| Law Passed by Reno Municipal Solons 
Violates Constitution, High Judicial Body Says 


Organized labor of Reno 
throughout the state of Nevada are 
jubilant over the decision of the 
| Nevada supreme court holding in- 
| valid the Reno anti-picketing ordi- 
| nance. The decision of the supreme 
court upheld the right of labor to 
; engage in peaceful picketing and 
| thus ended one of the most contro- 
versial issues before the court in 
|many years. 

The Reno anti-picketing ordi- 
nance was enacted by the city 
council in 1932. 

In July, 1937, certain Reno labor 


the constitutionality of the ordi- 
nance. At that time Charles Reel 
|and Alvin Rae were arrested and 
| charged with picketing a local 
wholesale grocery concern. They 
were found guilty in the police 
court and thereafter appealed to 
the district court. 

At this stage of the proceedings 
the Reno Central Trades and La- 
bor Council took over the defense 
of their case and employed Lloyd 
V. Smith, Reno attorney, to carry 
the case through the courts. The 
case was argued before the district 
court on February 21, 1938. Attor- 
ney Smith argued that the ordi- 
nance was unconstitutional be- 
cause: 

1. It infringed upon the right of 
personal liberty as guaranteed by 
| the state and federal constitutions. 
2. It was an unreasonable and

organizations set the stage to test! 


oppressive restriction of the free- 
dom of speech. 

3. It restricted the right freely to 
assemble. 

4. It was contrary to the public 
policy of the state of Nevada as 


that policy was declared by its 
statutes. 

5. It violated the provisions of 
the national labor relations act. 

Hon. Thomas F. Moran (since 
deceased), then judge of the dis- 
trict court, entered judgment on 
June 2, 1938, setting aside the po- 
lice court convictions and holding 
the ordinance to be _ unconstitu- 
tional on all five points urged. 

The city of Reno took the case 
to the Nevada supreme court on 
writ of review where the case was 
argued and submitted for consid- 
eration March 16, 1939. 

In July and August, 1939, several 
union members were arrested for 
picketing. They were represented 
by Attorney Lloyd V. Smith and re- 
leased on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 

The supreme court, by its deci- 
sion entered in Nevada, held that 
the city ordinance in so far as it 
prohibited peaceful picketing was 
unconstitutional and void, and 
thereby guaranteed to labor the 
right to peacefully picket in the 


state of Nevada. 
This decision, according to At- 
torney Smith, is final and cannot 


be reviewed by any other court.
